This  circum- 
stance, it  is  reported,  led  to  others  of 
an  equally  unpleasant  nature,  the  ulti- 
mate result  oi  which  was  u declaration, 
that  if  Great  Britain  felt  it  to  be  her  in- 
clination and  interest  to  maintain  ami- 
cable relations  with  America,  another 
Envoy  should  be  substituted  for  Mr. 
Jackson,  with  whom  all  communication 
must  immediately  cease.  The  Ameri- 
can papers  which  have  reached  us  do 
not  bear  out  this  statement.

LONDON,  Jam.  15. 
Reports  of  a very  unfortunate  nature 
are  in  circulation  respecting  the  last  ac- 
counts from  the  East  Indies.  It  is  sta- 
ted that  the  whole  army  of  Madras  is  in 
a stale  of  mutiny,  ..nd  that  muslineers 
have  taken  possession  of  Seringapatam 
and  Hydrabad.  The  king’s  troops,  to 
the  amount  of  11,000  men,  had  been 
put  iu  motion  to  suppress  them,  and 
reinforcements  had  been  sent  from 
Cey  lon  and  the  Cape  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. Other  accounts,  however,  de- 
scribe the  disturbances  us  having  been 
by  no  mear  s st>  formidable. 

We  understand  that  a letter  has  been 
received  from  Prince  of  Wales  Island, 
from  an  officer  of  distinction,  which 
states  that  it  had  been  announced  to  up- 
wards of  I 50  OFFICERS  OF  I H E M*D- 
KAS  ARMY  ‘-THEIR  SERVICES  WERE 
NO  LONGER  NECESSARY,’’  ill  COHSe- 

quence,  u«  the  writer  says,  of  their 
having  declared  their  determination, 
not  to  draw  their  swords  against  their 
brother  officers.  It  is  stated  in  letters 
from  Madras  of  August  the  10th,  and 
Ceylon  the  S2d,  that  the  king’s  army, 
under  the  command  of  colonel  Harr, 
had  taken  the  field  against  the  compa- 
ny’s troops. 

Wc  have  heard  that  an  Ametican 
vessel  h..s  been  brought  into  Plymouth 
by  one  of  his  majesty’s  cruizers,  having 
on  board  a secret  dispatch  from  Mr. 
Armstrong,  at  Palis,  to  the  secretary 
and  president  of  the  United  States. 
This  despatch  is  stated  to  be  ol  nn  in- 
tcrestingnature.  and  todisclose  facts  of 
the  highest  importance  to  government, 
tin  the  news  ol  the  vessel  being  brought 
in,  Mr.  Pinckney  applied  to  ministers  to 
allow  the  dispatch  in  question  to  be  tie- ! 
iivered  unopened  into  his  possession. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  learn  whe- 
ther he  succeeded  in  his  application. 
The  vessel  in  question  was  bound  from 
Dieppe  to  America.

compassion,  disappointment  & indigna- 
tion, among  all  classes  of  bis  majesty’s 
subjects. 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  military 
strength  and  resources  ol  this  kingdom 
have  been  drawn  forth  to  an  extent  un- 
paralleled in  its  history,  and  have  been 
most  itu providently  applied,  and  fatally 
consumed,  in  unconnected  and  abortive 
enterprises,  attended  with  no  permanent 
advantages  to  Great  Britain,  without 
effectual  relief  to  her  allies,  and  dis- 
tinguished only  by  the  unprofitable  va- 
lor displayed,  and  immense  sactifice  of 
blood  and  treasure. 

Resolved  unanimouslu.  That  during 
these  unprecedented  failures  and  ca- 
lamities, our  misfortunes  have  been 
highly  aggravated  by  the  imbecility  and 
distraction  in  the  cabinet,  where  it  ap- 
pears his  majesty’s  confidential  ser- 
vants have  been  engaged  in  the  most 
despicable  intrigues  and  cabals,  endea- 
voring to  deceive  and  supplant  each 
other,  to  the  great  neglect  of  their 
public  duly,  and  scandal  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

Resolved , That  the  most  effectual 
way  of  evincing  our  loyalty  to  our  so- 
vereign, regard  for  the  constitution, 
and  promoting  the  security  of  the  coun- 
try, is,  by  a spirit  of  jealousy  and  vi- 
gilance o\er  public  men,  and  a free  re- 
|rresentatioii  of  the  people  in  Parlia- 
ment, by  which  alone  we  can  secure  a 
just  and  constitutional  control  over  all 
public  lunctionaries.

Resolved  unanimously,  That  such  cal- 
amitous events  imperiously  call  for  a 
rigid  and  impartial  inquiry ; and  that  an 
humble  address  be  presented  to  his  ma- 
jesty, praying  his  majesty  to  institute 
such  inquiry.

LATE  FROM  ENGLAND. 

The  ship  Suvunnah,  of  Bath,  arrived  at 
Amelia- Island  on  Tuesday  last,  in  42 
days  from  Liverpool— sailed  Jan.  22. 

The  letters  and  papers  by  this  arrival  are 
from  London  to  the  20th  and  from  Liv- 
erpool to  the  22d  January;  the  papers 
_ (London  Courier)  are  in  a regular  series. 
The  most  prominent  article  of  intelligence 
w hich  this  arrival  furnishes,  is  the  report 
contained  in  all  the  letters  and  papers, 
that  a 1 Peaty  or  Com  ention  has  been  ar- 
ranged at  Paris,  between  our  Minister 
at  that  court  and  the  French  govern- 
ment. And  although  we  have  nothing 
official  on  the  subject,  we  think  the  re- 
port derives  a degree  of  strength  from 
the  article  under  the  Paris  head,  in  this 
day’s  Co«rt<r. 

Another  change  ih  the  Ministry  was  con- 
fidently expected,  and  it  was  believed 
that  Mr.  Canning  and  Lord  Melville 
would  take  a leading  part  in  it. 

A dissolution  of  the  present  Parliament 


was  an  event  very  generally  looked  for 
— in  which  case  it  was  said  that  Mr. 
Canning  would  be  supported  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  House. of  Commons,  to  repre- 
sent the  city  of  Liverpool. 

The  Conduct  of  Mr.  Jackson , in  his  cor- 
respondence with  our  government,  (we 
afe  assured  by  a gentleman  who  came 
passenger  in  the  Savannah)  has  met  with 
the  almost  unanimous  approbation  of  his 
countrymen.  It  was  not  expected  that 
another  minister  would  be  sent  to  this 
country,  if  Mr.  Jackson  could  not  effect 
the  object  of  his  mission. 

When  the  U.  S frigate  John  Adams,  arriv- 
ed in  England,  it  was  supposed  that  she 
had  come  out  to  take  home  Mr.  Pink- 
ney. But  she  had  sailed  again,  for 
France. 

The  arrivals  at  the  port  of  Liverpool,  from 
the  United  Stales,  from  the  1st  to  the 
22d  of  January,  had  averaged  four  ves- 
sels per  day;  among  them  were  some 
from  this  port. 

An  account  of  the  capture  of  the  island  of 
Bourbon,  by  the  British,  on  the  21st 
September,  and  the  taking  of  seven  ships 
of  war,  one  of  them  of  1000  tons,  and 
the  whole  together  amounting  to  3118 
tons,  had  been  received  in  England. 

LONDOil,  Jan.  13. 

The  intelligence  of  the  relaxation  of  Bo- 
naparte’s commercial  decree?,  is  we  under- 
ftand,  confirmed  by  the  Paris  papers  of  the 
3d,  which  arrived  in  town,  and  which  con 
tain  the  following  decree 
DECREE. 

“ The  ports  of  France,  and  all  thofe  un- 
der her  control,  are  open  to  all  vefiels  fur- 
ni  fhed  with  pioper  licenles  ; that  is  to  fay, 
they  tnufi  be  new  ones,  of  a date  pofteri- 
or  to  this  decree  : 

ARTICLES  OF  EXPORTATION. 

“ Vinegar,  paper,  palt-board,  filks,  em, 
broidered  fluffs,  verdigreafe,  oils  of  all 
sorts,  honey,  perfumery,  corks  cut  and  in 
piece,  turpentine,  Spanifli  liquorice,  dry 
pitch,  rofin,  juniper  berry,  raw  worded, 
lamb  and  kid  fkins  tanned  and  tawed, 
linen  of  Britany,  cloths  and  woolen-fluffs 
of  all  kinds,  velvets  and  cottons,  filk, 
worlled,  and  cotton  hofiery,  cutlery,  trim- 
ming. < hina,  woik  of  leather  and  fkins. 

“ Thofe  articles  car, not  be  entered  in 
any  greater  quantity  than  one  fourth  par: 
of  the  cargo.  The  other  three  parts  of 
the  cargo  are  to  be  compofed  of  primative 
articles  ; thofe  are  corn,  wine,  brandy  and 
fruit. 

IMPORTATION. 

“ Ruffia  tallow,  wax,  malts,  fail-cloth, 
deals  f t variouspurpofes,  lulpher  in  flour, 
pot-afh,  daves,  row  for  fidiing,  Spanilh 
dollars,  black  lead  pewter  (litarge)  log- 
wood, pitch  Sc  tar,  barilla,  fumack,  arfenic, 
fiffi,  oil,  hides  and  lignumvitte. 

The  above  decree,  as  our  readers  ob- 
ferve.  opens  the  ports  of  Holland  to  all 
neutrals — that  it  opn.s  the  door  to  the 
trade  with  America. — It  is  no  doubt  a re- 
laxatii  n of  Bonap  irtek  commercial  editfls. 
inasmuch  as  the  French  ports  were  Unit 
againd  neutrals,  and  exports  of  French 
property  and  imports  of  neutral  property 
were  dric'ly  forbidden.  But  do  not  let 
us  fuppofe  that  the  above  dcciee  has  been 
pa  fled  wijh  any  other  view  than  that  of 
conciliating  America,  and  ol  inducing  her 
to  take  a decided  pait  againd  us.  The 
articles  permitted  to  be  imported  are  al- 
mod  all  thoCe  which  America  can  furni/h, 
one  or  two  excepted.  There  is  no  roen- 
tion'made  of  colonial  produce,  of  hardware, 
of  any  articles  of  the  manufaflure  or 
growth  either  of  Great  Britain  or  of  her 
colonies.  The  articles  permitted  to  be 
exported  from  Fi  ance  are  thofe  which  A- 
merica  wants,  and  which  for  the  mod  part 
we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  fupplying 
her  with. — It  maybe  faid  that  the  French 
ports  being  open  to  neutrals,  colonial  and 
Britifh  produce  will  ot  courfe  fi  d their 
way  into  France.  It  may  be  faid,  too, 
that  the  relaxation  of  the  rdi&s  with  ref- 
pr£l  to  neutrals  may  open  the  door  to  the 
relaxation,  if  nor  to  th-  entire  repeal  of 
the  Berlin  and  Milan  Decrees.  And  this 
will  be  Gone,  if  Bonaparte  mean  really  to 
favour  American  trade,  and  if  he  does  not, 
under  the  p-etext  of  favouring  her  trade, 
mean  onlv  to  embrni1  her  with  us  by  bold- 
ing out  advantages  to  her  which  he  knows 
and  (he  knows  too  we  cannot  permit  her 

to  enjoy Whi'e  the  Berlin  and  Milan 

Decrees  exid  our  Orders  in  council  mud 
remain  in  force.  Our  readers  will  recoi- 
led), that  by  thefe  Orders  “ all  he  ports 
and  places  of  France  and  her  allies,  or  of 
ativ  other  country  at  war  with  his  majefly, 
and  all  other  ports  and  places  in  Europe, 
from  which  although  not  at  war  with  his 
rtvijedy,  the  Britidi  flap  is  excluded  (hall, 
from  henceforth,  be  fubjeft  to  the  fame 
redrifliens  as  if  the  lame  were  adfuallv 
blockaded  in  the  mod  Ariel  mannei ; and 
it  is  hereby  further  ordered,  that  all  trade, 
in  articles  which  are  of  the  produce  of  the 
faid  countries,  {hall  be  deemed  unlawful  ; 
and  every  veflel  trading  from  or  to  the 
faid  countries,  together  with  all  goods  and  | 
merchandize  oil  board,  and  all  articles  of 
the  produce  or  manufa&ure  of  the  Lid 
countries  or  colonies,  fliall  be  captured  and 
condemned  as  prize  to  the  captors.” 
Some  alterations  or  modifications  were 
made  in  thefe  orders,  but,  of  courfe,  not 
to  the  extent  of  permitting  France  and 
America  to  trade  mutually  in  the  produce 
of  their  refpeftive  territories  to  the  exclu- 
fion  ol  all  the  produce  of  this  country  and 
of  her  colonies. — If  Bonaparte  confcnt, 
tho’  not  formally,  at  lead  virtually  to  re- 
peal his  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees,  if  they 
remain  a dead  letter  on  his  flauite  book, 
and  are  not  carried  into  execution,  then, 
no  doubt  we  fhall  oppofe  no  obftacles  to 
the  trade  between  America  and  France— 
Rut  we  do  not  as  yet  fee  any  reafon  for 
fuppofing  this  to  be  his  intention — and  we 
confefs  that  this  decree  lias  pronounced  z 
confiderable  change  in  the  opinion  we  en- 
tertained yefterday,  after  reading  the  pri. 
vate  letter  from  Paris.  It  was  generally 
believed  after  the  arrival  of  the  letter, 
that  the  Berlin  and  M ilan  decrees  were  on 
the  eve  ot  diflolation,  i f not  actually  dead. 

It  may  be  fo  ; but  the  decree  refpefting 
neutrals  by  no  means  juflifies  us  in  enter 
taming  fnch  an  opinion.  Bonaparte,  in- 
formed ofthe  late  events  that  have  occur- 
red in  America,  conceived  it  to  be  a fa- 
vorable opportunity  for  conciliating  her, 
and  therefore  iffued  his  decree,  which  iti 


its  operation  will  he  thinks,  tend  to  ii.flu. 
ence  her  againfl,  if  not  to  make  her  go  to 
war  with  u; — becaul'e  it  is  impofli  ile  for 
us  to  fuffer  her  to  avail  herl'elfof  the  ad- 
vantages which  he  inliduonfly  >$IJs  out 
to  hei. 

JANUARY  15. 

Dutch  papers  have  arrived  to  the  10th, 
containing  extracts  from  the  Parts  papers 
of  the  4th.  'The  latter  contain  the  decree 
respecting  exports  and  imports,  w ith  a 
short  preamble  or  preface,  stating  the  mo- 
tives that  have  led  to  it.  After  reading  this 
preamble,  we  can  be  ai  no  less  to  discover 
that  the  wretched  state  of  the  interionr  of 
France  has  alone  wrung  the  decree  from 
Buonaparte.  The  ’superabundant  pro- 
ducts,’ spoken  of  are  the  corn  & the  vvinc, 
which  the  farmers  and  the  wine-growers 
cannot  sell- — ‘Somedistrictx,’  we  were  told 
in  his  lixfose  ‘rind  it  impossible  to  sell 
their  corn.  The  same  impossibility  was 
felt  by  the  wine-growers,  and  his  ministers 
must  have  assured  him,  that  if  men  can- 
not sell  what  they  grow,  they  will  nut 
grow  so  much  in  future — that  when  tht* 
surplus  products  c.f  a country  cannot  he 
exported,  part  of  the  productive  labour  of 
the  country  nniM  cease,  and  the  value  of 
its  produce  »diiniirish.  We  remarked, 
when  this  'xpose  was  published,  that  it 
proved  the  wretched  state  of  the  interiour- 
— and  that  under  this  man.  who  boasts  of 
the  love  which  the  people  of  France  bear 
him.  and  of  the  great  blessing  ht  has  con- 
ferred upon  France,  the  manufactures  and 
commerce  had  been  ruiiu-d,  and  agric  *- 
ture  had  received  die  deepest  wound.  11  - 
decree  shows  the  justice  of  our  remarks, 
and  proves  that  the  chief  olden  of  p min  - 
the  decree  (the  wish  to  conciliate  America 
may  certainly  have  been  another  ot/cuV 
was  to  enable  the  farmers  to  export  their 
grain,  the  great  spirit  and  wine  countries 
to  export  their  wines  and  spirits;  and  o- 
thers  to  export  their  fruits.  So  strong’)-  i* 
this  declared,  that  ships  must  take  with 
them  3-4ths  of  their  cargo  in  those  great 
national  productions  of  France,  and  only 
l-4th  in  small  wares.  The  object  of  the 
decree  is  to  assist  the  half  ruined  farmers, 
wine-growers,  and  landholders  of  France, 
not  to  relax  the  severity  of  the  Berlin  and. 
Milan  decrees.  Ah’ articles  of  Bi  iibh  man- 
ufacture and  colonial  produce  are  still  pro- 
hibited from  being  imported  into  France  or 
her  dependencies,  and  only  raw  articles  of 
the  first  necessity  admitted. — Of  course 
therfc  are  no  symptoms  of  relaxation  in  ary 
of  thess  proceedings.  And  so  far  from  en- 
couraging them  or  rejoicing  to  see  tluynl 
cat  t y ing  into  effect,  we  doubt  w hether  It  J; 
net  the  duty  of  our  government  to  resi>  c. 
and  frustrate  them.  It  was  once  hoped  wu 
could  starve  France  into  submission. 
Wc  have  now  a better  chance  of  foicmg 
her  into  submission  by  choakiog  her  with 
her  own  produce.  Whether  any  appre- 
hension ol  a scarcity  of  grain  in  our  own 
country  has  induced  ministers  tu permit  tilt 
importation  of  tiiat  of  France,  teecntly  so 
freely  imported,  we  know  not,  nor  whe- 
ther in  reality  cargoes  of  our  manufactures 
and  colonial  produce  have  been  admitted 
into  France  by  connivance  in  return.  But 
if  the  state  of  gram  at  home  would  at  alt 
allow  it,  we  should  resist  the  introduction 
of  that  of  France,  as  a most  powerful 
means  of  distressing  the  enemy ; we  fe.  r 
it  is  too  certainly  proved  by  the  disappear- 
ance of  specie  from  circulation  that  French 
corn  has  been  paid  for,  not  by  English  ma- 
nufactures and  colonial  produce,  but  by 
English  guineas,  our  home  circulation  be- 
ing thus  distressed,  and  our  papercnrrency 
endangered  to  benefit  French  farmers  and 
landholders.  It  is  not  at  this  surely  that 
"we  ought  to  rejoice  I We  must  not  be  blind- 
ed to  our  own  interests  by  tile  mis  represen - 
tions  of  tricking  traffickers. 

January  16.

In  conlYquence  of  ti  e French  decree,  a 
great  number  of  vcflVls  have,  within  tliele 
three  days,  arrived  at  different  ports  of 
this  kingdom  with  grain,  butter,  dheefe, 
and  other  articles. 

The  kings  and  queens  whom  Brtonnparte 
b*d  assembled  at  Paris,  have  taken  wing. 
Scare  on  their  return  to  their  respective  ter- 
ritories, leaving  Buonaparte  to  make  pi  e pa- 
rations  for  his  intended  bride  Jerome  andli  is 
wile  set  off  on  the  Ht,  and  the  kings  of 
Wirte  111  burg  and  Naples  were  to  follow  in 
a few  davs.  The  wits  of  Paris  shv,  that 
Jr  tome  has  magnanimously  determined  to 
ape  his  brother,  and  that  having  no  Itcpe 
ol  issue  by  Ids  wife,  he  thinks  seriouslv  of 
repiuli  "ing  her,  and  of  taking  back  his 
first  wife.

l'lie  path  we  have  to  pursue  with  res- 
pect to  America  is  clear  and  strait.

But  though  she  has 
lost  her  temper,  it  is  not  necessary  that  we 
should  lose  ours.  We  view  her  "more

vy and  we  come  forward  and  offer  repa 

ration  If  the  offer  be  not  deemed  ade- 
quate to  the  injury  sustained,  it  is  incurn 
bent  on  her  to  point  out  where  it  is  defi- 
chnt,  and  to  declare  what  additional  degree 
of  concession  is  necessary  to  make  up  the 
compliment  of  satisfaction.  This  she 
seems  determined  not  to  do,  but  declares 
her  willingness  to  hear  what  we  have  far- 
ther to  offer,  still  reserving  to  herself  the 
privilege  of  rejection,  until  we  have  come 
up  to  the  unknown  standard  which  she 
keeps  concealed.  There  is  no  true  digni- 
ty in  this  reserve,  and  though  she  may  con 
shier  it  a very  profound  policy,  we  are 
much  mistaken  it'  Mr.  Albert  Galla- 
tin will  not  convince  her  that  it  is  likely 
to  be  ruinous  only  to  herself. 

Several  American  cargoes  in  French 
ports,  released  from  sequestration  were  on 
the  point  of  being  disposed  of  at  the  in- 
voice prince;  when,  in  consequence  of  in 
formation  from  Gen.  Armstrong,  the  sales 
were  suspended,  and  the  loss  that  would 
otherwise  arise  to  the  American  owners 
avoided.  A few  days  after  this  commu- 
nication ftom  Mr.  Armstrong,  the  order 
for  extending  the  list  of  articles  of  Export 
and  Import  appeared. 

JANUARY  19. 

The  wind  having  come  round  to  the 
weftward,  the  American  frigate  John  Ad- 
ams sailed  yesterday  from  the  Dawns  for 
Amsterdam. 

America  has  made  haste  to  arrange  her 
differences  with  France,  and  a convention 
-between  the  two  powers  is  said  to  have 
been  figned  on  the  5th  ot  6th  of  this 
month. — Not  a fyllable  of  its  contents 
has  tranfpired  ; but  one  great  point  which 
the  American  government  has  always  en- 
deavored to  gain  has  been  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  right  of  fearch  by  the  naval 
powers  of  Europe.— —Courier, 

The  late  ministers  inform  us,  that  they 
hear  of  its  being  the  intention  of  govern- 
ment to  send  out  a new  minister  to  the  U- 
nited  States,  and  that  “common  sense  rc- 

quires  that  we  should  forthwith  send  a 
•' minister  to  America,  since  the  conduct 
*•  of  Mr.  Jackson  has  been  outrageous  and 

unpardonable.”  What  part  of  it  they 
consider  to  be  such  they  are  not  kind  e- 
nough  to  inform  us,  nor  do  we  expect  they 
will — It  is  their  usual  practice  to  be  very 
liberal  in  hardy  assertions,  and  very  spar- 
ing of  proofs.  We  have  already  given 
our  reasons,  and  wc  challenge  them  to  an- 
swer them,  for  thinking  Mr.  Jackson’s 
conduct,  so  far  from  having  been  outrage- 
ous and  unpardonable,  to  have  been  firm 
and  praise-worthy — It  was  outrageous  in 
him,  we  suppose,  to  shew  ihat  Mr.  l'.rs- 
kitie  did  not  abide  by  his  instructions — it 
was  outrageous. in  him  to  repel  the  accu- 
sations of  want  of  faith  and  justice  on  our 
part.  It  was  unpardonable  in  him  to  prove 
from  their  own  declarations  that  they  had 
seen  Mr.  Erskine’s  instructions,  and  that 
having  seen  them,  they  knew  them  to  he 
Contrary  to  the  arrangement  they  had  con- 
cluded with  him.  We  can  easily  conceive 
that  those  who  appointed  Mr.  Erskine  are 
not  likely  to  be  pleased  with  Mr.  Jackson  ; 
but  as  we  prefer  a minister  who  abides  by 
his  instructions  to  one  who  does  not — as 
we  prefer  a minister  who  manfully  and 
firmly  asserts  the  honour  and  dignity  of  his 
countrv,  and  who  will  not  stifle,'  America 
to  think  that  England  comes  as  an  humble 
suitor  at  the  Bar  of  Congress,  requesting 
a hearing  for  the  proposals  she  has  to 
make,  so  shall  wc  always  contend  that  Mr. 
Jackson  deserves  the  thanks  and  the  grat- 
itude of  his  country. 

That  a new  minister  will  be  sent  *0  A- 
meric.s  we  cannot  believe.  Our  minister 
has  been  treated  with  such  indignity,  that 
we  do  not  see  how  we  can  expose  any  o 
thcr  to  a similar  treatment  Wc  repeat 
what  we  said  a day  or  two  ago — that  our 
course  is  clear  and  strait  ; America  is  in  a 
passion — we  are  not;  if  she  chuseS  to  act 
rashly,  we  do  not.  She  may  send  away 
our  ambassador ; but  we  shall  not  there- 
fore declare  » ar.  Shit  may  break  off  all 
intercourse  with  us,  we  shall  not  quarrel 
with  her  on  that  account  : but  we  shall  at 
least  expect  that  she  shall  be  the  first  to 
make  any  fresh  overtures  or  proposals  for 
accommodation. 

The  1 1st  intelligence  from  Spain  is  by  no 
means  discern  raging — The  Spaniards  seem 
to  feel  no  doubt  with  respect  to  the  issue 
of  the  contest — they  say  that  this  is  the 
first  lime  Bonaparte  ever  had  to  contend 
on  their  own  territories  with  a people — 
that  his  armies  have  already  suffered  more 
from  the  undisciplined  bands  of  patriots 
than  they  did  from  the  professed  warlike 
statesof  Austria  and  of  Prussia — that  there 
when  the* regular  armies  were  beaten  the 
people  jhbwod  no  disposition  to  rise  against 
the  invader,  and  that  peace  and  submis- 
sion weA -the  early  fruits  of  the  French 
victories* Tiut  that  in  Spain  defeat  is  no 
where  followed  by  despondency,  nor  disas- 
ter by  submission — that  their  troops,  though 
beaten  and  dispersed,  re  assemble  and 
fight  again  with  unbroken  fortitude — that 
there  is  hot  the  pettiest  village  that  has 
yielded  to  the  French  authority  w ithout  re- 
luctance, and  thrown  off  the  yoke  the  mo- 
ment it  had  an  opportunity — they  know 
that  Buonaparte  is  sending  reinforcements 
into  Sp  iin,  and  that  he  is  coming  himself 
against  them ; but  they  feel  no  apprehen 
sion,  and  they  hope  to  tire  him  out  by  a 
desultory  mode  of  waif  ire.  The  armies 
im^r  the  Duke  del  Parqiie  and  General 
Aresaga  have  been  increased,  the  former 
to  35,000  men,  and  the  latter  to  45,000. 

We  have  some  information  conveyed  by 
n vessel  which  left  the  coast  of  Holland  on 
Sunday  last. — King  Louis  had  not  arrived, 
but  the  repealed  disappointments  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Amsterdam  do  not  seem  to 
diminish  their  expectations  of  his  early  re- 
turn. On  the  exchange  of  that  city  a re- 
port very  generally  prevailed,  that  Buona- 
parte had  made  ail  offer  of  marriage  to  the 
princess  Elizabeth  of  Englard,  and  the 
Dutchmen  could  not  persuade  themselves 
that  such  a proposal  would  be  rejected  by 
the  House  of  Brunswick. 

A paragraph  from  Bayonne  of  the  30th 
ultimo,  mentions  that  the  reinforcements 
to  Spain  are  proceeding  without  intermis- 
sion, and  that  the  subjugation  of  the  coun- 
try, if  not  already- completed,  will  be  spee 
rtily  accomplished.  Within  a few  days  a- 
bout  5000  men  had  taken  the  road  to  the 
Pyrenees,  and  on  the  31st  December  half 
that  number  were  to  proceed  in  the  same 
direction.  Quarters  had  been  ordered  for 
a very  numerous  body  which  was  soon  ex- 
pected.

Extract  of  a letter,  received  by  ship  Sa- 
vannah, arrived  at  Amelia,  to  a gen- 
tleman in  ibis  city , dated  Liverpool , 

20 lb  January,  1810. 

“It  does  not  appear,  that  the  refusal 
to  negociate  with  Mr.  Jackson,  is  consi- 
dered by  our  government  as  a sufficient 
cause  for  war,  nor  do  we  apprehend 
that  his  dismissal  from  the  country 
would  be  thought  so;  but  it  seems  to 
be  gaining  pretty  general  belief,  that 
the  American  and  French  governments  " 
have  made  up  their  differences  ; and  ii  1 
so,  wc  do  not  see  how  this  middle  state 
of  things  between  peace  and  war,  can 
be  kept  up  between  this  country  and 
America.  A greater  latitude  is  said  to 
be  given  by  Bonaparte,  both  by  im- 
ports and  exports,  which  was  uttiist 
represented  as  a relinquishment  of  the 
Berlin  and  Milan  Decrees,  but  we  ap- 
prehend w hat  is  done,  is  more  w ith  the 
view  to  embroil  us  with  America,  than 
any  thing  else,  and  therefore  not  likely 
to  tend  to  the  reftioval  ot  our  Orders  in 
Council,  which-  are  the  great  ohsti- 
cle  to  our  being  friends  with  America. 

'1  lie  first  impression,  however,  was, 
that  the  repeal  of  the  Orders  in  Coun- 
cil was  a certain  consequence  ; and  had 
not  the  first  accounts  received  here, 
been  upon  a Sunday,  we  have  no  doubt 
the  effect  upon  the  market,  in  Ameri- 
can articles,  would  have  been  very  great; 
as  k w as,  a considerable  sensutioir  was 
experienced,  which  has  hp.idly  yet 
subsided. 

“ The  quantity  of  American  pro- 
duce known  to  he  coming  iui  w ard  is  so 
great,  that  nothing  but  the  expectation 
of  war,  or  an  embargo,  will  enable  the 
market  to  support  the  present  prices, 
which,  in  most  of  the  leading  articles, 
yield  a very  handsome  profit  upon  what 
they  can  be  imported  for  in  a circuit- 
ous'channel  ; and  the  consequence  is, 
that  seidoni  a day  passes  without  sonic 
fluctuations.  The  prices  of  to-day  have 
been  from  20  1-2  to  2 1 l -2  for  Upland 
Cotton — say  2 Id.  for  good,  fair  quality 
and  for  Sea-Island  from  2s.  Id.  to  2s. 
2d;  for  ordinary  and  stained,  and  for 
middling  and  fine,  Cs.  3d.  to  2s  6J.- 
Rice,  30  to  35s.’’

The  requisite  qualifications  to  fili 
the  office  of  director,  are  not  those  of 
ft  wily  cunning  artful  speculator,  or  an 
acute  Mathematician  ; hut  they  are  un- 
impeachable honor,  probity,  candour, 
liberality,  independence,  commercial 
experience,  and  in  general  a thorough 
knowledge  of  mankind;  in  addition,  such 
affluence  as’.o  make  discounts  for  him- 
self a secondary  motive. 

In  commercial  countries,  wealth  rapid- 
ly accumulated,  generates  arit'ocracyj; 
to  prevent  its  consolidation,  it  would 
not  he  amiss  to  change  one  third  of  the 
Directors  annually. — The  influence  of 
Directors  should  he  confined  to  their 
discount  ioom,  and  even  there,  let  not 
the  pestiferous  breath  of  envy  or  ma- 
lignity contaminate  the  board  and  des- 
troy the  credit  and  fair  prospects  of  ris- 
ing or  oppressed  individuals;  God  for- 
bid it  ever  should.

— 1 
hope  it  is  nut  so  says  another ; its  pretty; 
much  talked  of,  says  a third!  thus  scan- 
dal gets  currency  and  is  swallowed  with 
avidity. 

1 he  end  of  Banking  is  first  to  facili- 
tate the  commerce  of  the  stale  by  a 
there  easy  mode  of  transmitting  pay- 
ments from  one  place  to  another  ; se- 
condly, to  iucreyse  the  circulating  me- 
dium by  the  ejiii  sion  of  hank  notes; 
thirdly,  to  bring’ 1 hat  specie  which  oth- 
erwise would  htsa  dead  stock  or  capital 
into  active  circulation  ; and  lastly,  to 
remunerate  the  state  and  stock-holders 
lor  their  capital  advanced.  How  differ- 
ent, if  even  by  encouraging  shaving* 
it  induces  wicked  and  avaricious  men  to 
faniplc  on  the  laws  of  Cod  and  the 
state  by  exacting  usury. 

As  a friend  to  the  hanking  system 
well  regulated  and  liberally  administer- 
ed, 1 hope  to  see  the  Bank  of  Kentucky 
stretch  torth  a fostering  liand  to  aid  the 
infant  manufactories  of  this  state  : with 
liberality  and  caution,  let  our  exporters 
he  supported,  which  can  only  be  done 
effectually  by  discounting  notes  and 
bills  at  longer  dates  than  sixty  days, 
say  lour  or  even  six  months  in  some 
cases. — Far  from  enmity  to  the 
imporici,  (altho  ugh  it  is  conjectured 
they  have  hitherto  been  the  sponge  bv 
which  the  chicl  ol  the  moisture  has 
been  absorbed  both  in  the  bank  and 
throughout  the  state)  let  them  also  be 
amply  aided.  But  let  a stern  front  be 
opposed  to  every  kind  of  speculative  or 
unnatural  commercial  transaction. 

Nothing  would  add  more  to  the  real 
benefit  of  the  state  than  that  the  circula- 
luting  specie  on  bunk  notes  would  be 
sufficient  to  do  away  entirely  the  ncccs 
sity  for  trading  in  property  bonds  w hich 
are  not  unlrequcntly  designed  to  entrap 
the  ignorant,  thoughtless  purchaser  who 
finds  to  his  cost  upon  the  slightest  fai- 
lure that  it  is  easily  turned  into 
rash  demand  with  an  addition  of  ten  or 
fifteen  dollars  costs  of  suit. 

•Thi",  state  from  its  remote  situation 
from  the  sea  has  more  to  expect  from 
manufactures  aiding  commerce,  than 
from  commerce  alone.  Witness  the 
rope  maker  and  the  weaver,  by  m anufac- 
turing compress  the  article  of  hemp  so 
that  one  Kentucky  boat  may  he  loaded 
with  three  times  the  value  in  the  manu- 
factured article,  than  it  could  he  with 
the  raw  hemp.  How  absurd  then  to 
export  the  raw  material. 

1 he  labor  saving  machinery  will 
shortly  come  in  aid  of  our  too  much 
confined  commerce ; the  cotton  and 
wool  machines  are  increasing  rapidly  , 
hut  it  is  doubtful  if  the  owners  of  these 
get  any  material  assistance  from  the 
hanks,  they  are  beneath  notice  until 
they  can  do  without  assistance.'  If  any 
ot  them  should  make  a fortune  equal  to 
the  great  fathet  of  spinning  machinery, 
Arkwright,  who  accumulated  half  a 
million  of  pounds  sterling,  and  who 
was  poorer  than  the  poorest  W T these  I 
allude  to  before  he  put  up  his  machines, 
they  will  then,  like  him  come  into  no- 
tice.

as  well  to  the  individual  as  to  our  coun- 
try. The  .character  of  a soldier  has  al- 
ways been  dear  to  me.  I have  been  early 
taught  te  respect  the  name  of  foldier  ; 
and  when  I tnink  ot  it,  honor  and  patriot- 
ism associate  themselves  with  the  idea. 
But  1 will  take  the  liberty  of  stating  that 
the  charges  for  some  time  existing  against 
the  commander  in  chief  have  become 
more  imposing,  to  my  mind  at  least,  in 
consequence  ot  a publication  which  came 
out  during  the  last  year,  in  which  those 
charges  arc  specially  stated,  and  the  evi- 
dence with  which  they  are  fupported,'  il- 
lustrated in  a manner  calculated  to  make 
an  impression  on  the  mind  of  almost  any 
man.  In  order  that  complete  justice  may 
be  rendered  to  this  officer  and  to  my  coun- 
try, I offer  the  following  resolution  ; 

Resotvcd,  That  a committee  be  appoint- 
ed to  enquire  into  the  conduct  of  origa- 
dier- general  James  Wilkmfoj,  in  relation 
to  his  having  at  any  time  whilst  in  the 
service  of  the  U.  S.  corruptly  received 
money  from  the  government  of  Spain  . r 
its  agents, or  in  relation  to  his  having  during 
the  time  aforesaid,  been  an  accomplice  or 
in  any  way  concerned  with  the  agents  of 
any  foreign  power  or  with  Aaron  Burr  in 
a project  against  the  dominions  ofthe  king 
ol  Spain  ortedtfmember  these  U.  S.  That 
the  said  committee  enquire  generally  ipto 
the  conduct  of  the  faid  James  Wilkinfon 
as  brigadier-general  of  the  army  ofthe  U. 
S. that  the  faid  committee  have  pow- 

er to  fend  for  persons  and  papers,  andcom- 
pel  their  attendance  and  production,  and 
that  they  report  the  refult  to  this  Houfc. 

Mr.  p.  faid  as  it  was  not  his  intention 
at  this  time  to  agitate  the  question,  he 
wished  it  to  lie  on  the  table  a day  at  least.
